A bit of folklore is springing up around t he year 19 29 . ^ 
....... 
Looking backward, we are likely to regard this yea» ’ as the pftrtjcipatton 
golden moment in American history. 
As a matter of fact, i 
it was a peak year in very few respects. 
It was rather the 
year in which the expiring bubble of finance suffered its final 
and explosive pin prick. 
As far as the building industry is concerned, the best 
year in the past two decades was 19 25, when 9 37,000 new ur­ 
ban dwelling units wei’e put up. After that, the industry be­ 
gan to slump. 
Up to 19 28, the decline was more or less 
gradual; but in 19 29 the number of units dropped from about 
750,000 in 19 28 to a little more than 500,000. 
This was a 
greater decline than that recorded in 19 30. 
Building of non-rural family dwellings in 19 29 was at 
its lowest since 19 21. 
In 19 33, it nearly expired altogether 
with less than 50,000 new units in the entire country. Even 
if 600.000 new homes are built in 19 40, there will still not be 
enough construction going on to solve the housing problem. 
The builders concede that, without the benign influence 
of the Federal Housing Administration, much of the pres­ 
ent construction wouldn’t be underway. The FHA has made 
it possible for financial institutions to extend their credit 
machinery to Germany 
through 
and h as made the home ownership field accessible t<» thou-j Ruimia, and to Japan by * simple 
sands ot persons who would otherwise have been eliminated. 
But even the FHA hasn’t solved the problem entirely. 
Assistant Attorney General Thurman Arnold attacked it 
from another approach. 
Arnold suspected the presence of 
termites within the industry, both among unions and con­ 
tractors. He has begun a ruthless assault upon the corrupt 
element that is threatening the industry and has already 
returned indictments in a score of cities. 
Recently the National Association 
ot Housing Officials 
and the American Public Welfare Association formed a 
joint committee to tackle the matter of housing lor the low­ 
est of income groups. 
Perhaps, as more and more bodies 
of people, both official and private, become interested in the 
housing dilemma, there will be a movement toward final 
solution.
